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Senior citizens center 
trumps Nada project

The Powell County Fiscal Court held 
their regular meeting last Tuesday. 
The newly proposed 2012-2013 budget 
became the center of attention. 

The court was presented with the first 
reading of the 2012-2013 budget. The 
court accepted the first reading. When 
looking over the budget in comparison 
to the previous year there are several 
changes apparent. The Times is still 
going through the budget. The general 
fund budget rose nearly $3 million in 
the proposal. 

“That’s due to the CSEPP money we 
are receiving for the EOC (Emergency 
Operations Center),” Powell County 
Judge Executive James Anderson told 
the Times on Monday. When asked 
about apparent raises for some fiscal 
court office personnel, Anderson stated 
that it was not raises, but that some per¬ 
sonnel held several positions. 'To make 
it easier, the positions were combined 
to show the salaries as one line item,” 
Anderson stated. 

The Times will report more next week 
about the entire budget and changes 
that have been found. 


y witn UPJJJA presented to 
the court information pertaining to the 
Nada Housing Project. Kirby proposed 
that the county allow him to apply for 
grant and funding for Phase II which 
will build more homes and help other 
families the same as Phase I did. 

Anderson advised the court that if 
they decided to apply for grants to 
fund Phase II of the Nada Housing 
project they could not apply for the 
grants needed for a new senior citizens 
building. The court discussed the issue. 
The two projects and a motion was 
made by Ricky Creed to decline the 
request for grant approval for the Nada 
Housing Project. Magistrate Creed, 
along with Magistrates Donna Gabbard 
and Anderson all voted to decline the 
Nada project. Magistrates John Barker, 
Eck Snowden, and Myers Arnett were 
opposed to declining the project. With a 
tied vote the motion did not carry and 
Powell County Attorney Robert King 
advised that there was no tie breaker in 
this situation. 

The court also approved the pur¬ 
chase of three tasers for the jail and 
for Anderson to look into refinancing 
options for the jail.

Scholarship set up in memory of Flight 5191 victim to help others fly 



C.W. Fortney II

“He loved it and was 
proud to do it,” Wayne 
Fortney said as he remi¬ 
nisced about his son 
Clarence Wayne “C.W.” 
Fortney, II. “He just loved 
it.” Now his family wants 
to help a Powell County 
resident who has the 
same interest and pas¬ 
sion to get their chance. 

The “it” that Fortney 
speaks about is flying. 
C.W. Fortney loved to fly 
aircrafts. When he was 
a young man, even as a 
child, he loved to watch 
planes and had a keen 
interest in flying. It was 
that interest that became 
his passion. 

That and his wife, 
Sarah. Then there was 
his son, Calvin James 
Fortney. 

Fortney worked hard 
to fulfill his dream of 
being a commercial pilot. 
He worked his way up 
to being a first-officer for 
Air Tran Airline. He over¬ 
came all the hard work 
and having to learn about 


each aircraft he was certi¬ 
fied to operate. 

He even overcame 
the loss of his job right 
after 9/11 when airlines 
had to cut back. But he 
regrouped and enjoyed 
flying. 

“He got to do what he 
liked,’ Wayne Fortney 
recalled. “He didn’t make 
captain, but a first officer 
is like a captain. They fly 
the aircraft too and being 
a captain was the next 
step.” 

Unfortunately, C.W. 
never got to be captain. 
He boarded a plane in 
Lexington early on 
Aug. 27, 2006 bound for 
Atlanta. 

He was to catch up to 
his flight that he would 
be a crew member on for 
ATA later that day. But 
the flight he was taking 
was Comair Flight 5191. 

The jet taxied and 
took off from the wrong 
runway in the pre-dawn 
hours and crashed. Forty- 
nine of the 50 people on 
board perished. Only the 
first officer, Jim Polheinke 
survived. 


C.W. was just a few days 
short of turning 35. 

The state and Powell 
County mourned for one 
of their own. 


That was almost six 
years ago. Now the fam¬ 
ily of C.W. Fortney has 
set up a memorial schol¬ 
arship fund. The scholar¬ 


ship will help a Powell 
County child who is inter¬ 
ested in flying to attend 
the Kentucky Aviation 
Museum’s Summer 
Camp. 

“We just wanted to give 
a child from our home 
county a chance to fol¬ 
low their dream if they 
were interested in flying,” 
Sarah Fortney Centimole, 
C.W.’s widow, told the 
Times last week. “C.W. 
loved it and he would 
have enjoyed helping oth¬ 
ers get their start.” 

Centimole is heading up 
the scholarship effort. It is 
made possible thanks to 
generous donations from 
Powell County following 
C.W.’s death. The fam¬ 
ily hopes the scholarship 
will provide opportunities 
to deserving young people 
to pursue learning. 

It has not been easy. 
Since that fateful day 
Centimole has watched 
as the son she had with 
C.W. grows. 

“It’s been a journey the 
last few years,’ Centimole 
said. But I’ve watched 
him (Calvin James). He 


doesn’t really have a 
memory of his dad; he 
was only 16 months old at 
the time. But he is piec¬ 
ing it together from the 
stories he has heard and 
the pictures he has seen.” 

But she admits that her 
son is showing some of 
the same interests. “He 
is a well adjusted child 
with diverse interests 
that run from Roy Rogers 
to Shrek,” Centimole said. 
“But he also shows the 
same skill sets, like in 
math and an interest in 
planes.” 

Wayne Fortney 

remembers the inter¬ 
est C.W. had as well. 
“Since he was old enough 
to stand in the yard and 
look up in the sky C.W. 
was captivated by air¬ 
planes and flying,” Wayne 
stated right after the 
tragedy. Now he remem¬ 
bers with pride the work 
his son had in his accom¬ 
plishments. 

“He wanted to go to

Council overrides zoning board

The Stanton City Council held their 
regular meeting last Thursday. It was 
a long and quite contentious meeting, 
mainly about a zoning change behind 
Kroger. 

The council began with issues regard¬ 
ing the map amendment. At last month's 
meeting it was brought to the court that 
a zone change had been requested by 
Roland Dotson to change his property 
from a residential R1 to a business B2. 
The property that he was requesting a 
zoning change for is the property behind 
Kroger. 

The planning and zoning board had 
denied the request and it was then 
brought to the City Council for their 
decision. Residents of the neighborhood 
around the property were concerned 
with the request for zoning change. 
They had concerns with what would be 
built there, and what kind of changes it 
would make to their neighborhood and 
how it would affect the residents. 

However, Dotson stated he had no 
plans for the property as of now and 
wanted a zone change in case Kroger 
decided that they were ready to expand 
which they had discussed before. After 
a rather lengthy discussion about the 
affects it would have on the homes sur¬ 
rounding it by local residents, council 
member Tommy Mays stated, “I am for 
growing and getting jobs.” 


The council expressed the benefits 
it would have for the city and how 
it would be beneficial with the sewer 
project beginning. The council voted to 
overturn the zoning and planning deci¬ 
sion allowing the property to be changed 
from residential to business. The council 
voted 4-1, Pam Tipton was opposed to 
the change. 

Mayor Dale Allen then presented a 
letter to the council that had been sent 
in from the transportation cabinet in 
regards to the request for the installa¬ 
tion of a traffic signal at the intersection 
of KY 11/ KY 15 and Airport Road in 
Stanton. The request was denied and 
the study was found that the intersec¬ 
tion did not meet criteria. Allen said he 
would request another study. 

The council then received a park 
update. The city will be hosting a sum¬ 
mer event on June 9 from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. at the park. They also approved 
the purchase of eight new trash cans 
and two benches for the park. The coun¬ 
cil also agreed with the parks committee 
to donate $500 to the Amvets for the 
Fourth of July Event. 

City Attorney Scott Graham also 
advised the Council that due to the 
sewer project the sewer rates would 
increase effective next year. The rate 
now is $14.88 and could increase to $21. 
Graham advised that it could be lower 
and that rate was an estimate at that 
this time. He also advised that this was a 
mandate set by the Federal Government 
given the cost of the Regional Sewer 
Project.

school for it so we checked out Emory 
Riddell in Florida, a really prestigious 
school, and we checked out Phoenix Air, 
but we decided that EKU was a good 
place too,” Wayne said. “He told me how 
hard it was to make it and how he had 
to work hard to reach his goal. But he 
loved it.” 

Centimole, who has since remar¬ 
ried, had another son and works for 
Operation UNITE saying she is happy 
and has “been delivered from the trag¬ 
edy,” agrees. 

“C.W. loved flying. Now we can try to 
create something I feel is positive from 
this, a tribute to C.W. so others can 
accomplish reaching their goals and 
passion,” she said. “Children may not 
have such an interest in flying, but this 
may strike a nerve and help someone 
reach their goals.” 

The camp has three different levels. 
Those are for ages 10 and 11 with a 
camp set up for June 7-8 and June 14- 


15. Camp for level two is for ages 12 
or 13 and will be held June 11-12. The 
level three camp is for those ages 14-16 
and will be held June 21-22. All three 
levels will have a camp on June 18-19. 

The scholarship pays for the camp and 
gives a stipend to help pay for transpor¬ 
tation. If needed, transportation will be 
arranged. Meals are also provided. 

The scholarship is for those Powell 
County residents from age 10-16 who 
have a passion for flying. Interested 
youth should submit a personal essay 
describing their interest in aviation and 
their first choice of camp. The deadline is 
Friday, May 18. All submissions should 
be mailed to Aviation Camp Committee, 
PO. Box 247, Stanton, Ky. 40380. 

“We are hoping to be able to send 
someone and spark that interest in fly¬ 
ing,” Centimole added. 

C.W.'s love started at a young age and 
his passion is now helping others. He 
probably would not have wanted it any 
other way.

Before I took this office, I like many 
others was often left wondering what 
was going on in our county government.

One of the more exciting things 
to convey what’s going on in our county 
will be our new web-site that should be 
coming in the next month or soon after. 
This space will allow us the opportunity 
to relay much more information than 
was feasible before. Some of the items 
on this site will be elected officials, 
boards, budgets, meeting minutes, and 
links to other related sites. 

This past meeting had a fairly small 
agenda. There were only five items 


which the court took any action. The 
first item that required action was a 
resolution for a new senior center, this 
item was tabled until next meeting 
to allow for a more information to be 
gathered. 

The second was a resolution with 
Brian Kirby for phase II of the Nada 
Housing project. This item died because 
of a tied vote. The next item was a 
Homeland Security Grant for mobile 
computer units for our police forces. The 
court voted to allow us to move forward 
with the purchase of this equipment 
from Independence Communications. 

The next item the court approved 
was to allow Jailer Travis Crabtree to 
purchase three tasers. The only other 
item was to make the first reading of 
the proposed 2012-2013 budget. 

Other items that didn’t require court 
action was a proclamation for National 
Curves Day in observance of national 
women’s health week. The last item 
was a county employee coming and ask¬ 
ing why he had not received his griev¬ 
ance hearing yet, an explanation was 
given and the meeting adjourned. 

I would like to thank Mr. Cook and 
the Clay City Times for allowing me the 
opportunity and space to open a new 
line of communication between govern¬ 
ment and public. I would also like to 
thank our citizens for allowing me to 
serve them and our county as we move 
forward.

As I left for work this 
morning my two thir¬ 
teen year old sons were 
preparing for their first 
real paying job. Their 
papaw has “hired” them 
to paint all of his gates 
and the barn for an hour¬ 
ly wage.

I have stressed to them 
that once you are under 
someone's employ it is 
all business and no play.

I explained 
to them that their papaw 
works very hard for his 
money which is what he 
will be paying them with; 
therefore, their workman¬ 
ship should reflect that. 

Watching them and

My par¬ 
ents had always given 
my brother and I an 
allowance for household 
chores. 

But I can vividly 
remember one summer 
where I decided I was 
going to find any odd 
job I could to save up 
my “fortune”.

I learned fairly quickly 
the value of a hard day's 
work and how much more 
those greenbacks meant 
when you had to sweat 
for them.

Caregivers beware of burnout and stress 


If you are a caregiver of 
an elderly person or some¬ 
one with a chronic illness, 
you probably know how 
stressful caregiving can be. 
It is not uncommon for peo¬ 
ple who are caregivers to 
experience extreme stress 
and “caregiver burnout.” 

For many people care¬ 
giving is a very rewarding 
activity. However, because 
caregiving requires so 
much time on a daily basis, 
the person who is caregiv¬ 
ing may not feel they have 
the opportunity to take 

care of their own needs. 

When a caregiver is feeling stressed, there may be 
signals. If you are a caregiver or know someone who 
is, watch for these warning signs of burnout: 

• Problems with sleeping or relaxing 

• Sudden weight gain or loss 


• Stressed relationships, especially with other fam¬ 
ily members 

• Frequent sudden mood swings 

• Sudden anger or bad temper 

• Crying for no reason 

• Unable to concentrate; felling of distraction 

• Aches and pains 

• Headaches 

• Using alcohol or drugs 

What can you do if you or someone you know has 
any of these signs? 

Take basic steps for stress reduction: 

• Stay positive 

• Know that there are things you cannot change 

• Exercise on a regular basis 

• Get enough rest and sleep 

• Do not relay on drugs or alcohol to help in stress 
management 

Especially for caregivers: 

• Do not think that you have to do it all by yourself. 
There are a lot of support groups that can help a care¬ 
giver - church groups, community services and home 
health aides can give a caregiver a needed break. 


• Stay connected to others. Family and friends can 
be a great help just by supporting you. Have a list of 
people you can call and talk to when feeling stressed. 

• Eating regularly and exercising can be a big help. 
Also, participating in a hobby, listening to music or 
even writing in a journal can help lessen stress. 

• Do not wait to ask for help. Being tired and 
needing sleep will make it easier to get angry or frus¬ 
trated. If there is someone who can help out for a 
few hours it can make a world of difference and allow 
some time for the caregiver to take care of his or her 
own needs. 

Caregiving can be a very rewarding job. It can also 
be very stressful. If you or someone you know is a 
caregiver, share resources and people who may help 
care for them. Also, it is important that caregivers 
take care of themselves.

Encouraging word: A compelling obligation 


Expectations were high, 
and all of us were excit¬ 
ed. It was our first day 
in the Holy Land, the day 
of which we had dreamed. 
With spirits sensitive and 
minds awake, all of us had 
high expectations for the 
day ahead of us. Before 
sunrise, we gathered out¬ 
side the Mt. Scopus Hotel 
in East Jerusalem eager 
to board the bus that 
would take us northward from Jerusalem through 
the Judean mountains, across Samaria, and into 
Galilee. 


Before we were out of the city something, not on 
our schedule but depressing, caught our attention, 
and for a moment, it dampened our spirits. We began 
to see small children going toward a large building 
that we assumed was a school. When those children 
saw the Israeli bus, they became very expressive. 

Looking toward the bus, the expressions on their 
faces showed extreme anger, and using a language 
we did not understand, they shouted, what we took 
to be, insults at us. Some picked up stones or other 
items that were available and angrily threw them at 
the bus. Those of us on the bus became quiet, and the 
Israeli guide and bus driver appeared not to notice 
what was happening. 

Hours and many highly emotional experiences 
later, we were returning to Jerusalem. As we were 


near the place where we had seen the angry Arabic 
children earlier, our guide announced that, with 
twilight approaching, it was too dangerous to pro¬ 
ceed through the area ahead. To avoid that danger, 
it was necessary to take a two-hour detour to the 
Mediterranean coast, down the coast to Tel Aviv, and 
up to Jerusalem. 

When, tired and weary, we arrived at our hotel 
after an exceedingly long day, we gathered as soon 
as possible in the dining room for dinner. As we 
discussed the experiences of the day, we had to 
admit that witnessing the demonstration of tension 
between Arabs and Israelis was disturbing. But it 

reminded us that we have a compelling obligation 
to “Make every effort to live in peace with all men.”
